A distressing and sad aooident 
occurred about 9 :30 o'clock Satur- 
day morning to Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Neutzling, 
them of their 
Cecelia, aged two 
months. About the time mention- 
ed, the child asked permission to 
go to her grandparents, and was 
oautioned by its mother before go- 
ing to be careful and uot go into 
the street. Shortly after, the child, 
with its brother, attempted to cross 
the street to visit neighbors, and 
while doing so a street car same 
came along from the east, and be- 
fore it could he stopped the cruel 
wheels had run over the child, 
dragging it some distance. The 
child's aunt had witnessed the acci- 
dent, and came and carried it to her 
heme. An ambulance took the 
little girl over to Mt. Carmel Hos- 
pital. It was found that the left, 
leg from the thigh down had been 
mangled and the left foot badly 
brushed. Death came to the relief 
of the suffering little one about one 
o'clock. 

The remains were removed to the 
home of her parents, 472 Mount 
Vernon Avenue. The funeral ser- 
vices were held Monday afternoon, 
and were largely attended by 
friends of Mr. and Mrs. Neutzling. 
The bindery people and the Insti- 
tution sent tokens of sympathy in 
the shape of beautiful floral offer- 
ings. 

Mr. and Mrs. Neutzling have 
the sincere sympathy of their many 
friends in this sudden and severe 
bereavement. 

Dr. E. M. Gallaudet reached the 
Institution yesterday morning 
shortly after 10 o'clock, and put in 
most of the day visiting the schools. 
He also paid his respects in the 
afternoon, in company with Super* 
intendent Jones, to Governor Nash. 
From 6 :30 to 7 o'clock a reception 
was tendered Dr. Gallaudet, par- 
ticipated in by the officers mnl 
teachers of the Institution. Fol- 
lowing it came a dinner in the chil- 
dren's dining-room. The menu 
was excellent. Vases of Batter 
flowers and roses graced the tables. 
The meal over, Superintendent 
Jones paid a neat compliment to 
the distinguished guest, by whose 
presence the Institution felt highly 
honored, and an inspiration given 
to those engaged in the teaching of 
the deaf. Dr. Gallaudet responded 
in his characteristic manner, 
mingled with humor and wit. 
Coming to the serious he referred 
to the standard the Ohio Institution 
students had taken in their entrance 
to college, and their good record 
throughout the course, a distinction 
that they were being well prepared 
here for a higher education. 

Principal Patterson was next 
called upon to say a few words. 
He said all here were glad to have 
Dr. Gallaudet among them, some 
because they had often heard of his 
fame as the foremost educator of 
the deaf throughout the world, and 
were thus eager to behold and be- 
come acquainted with the mini 
Others had met the doctor before 
and were glad to be in his presence. 
Still others were his boys and girls, 
who had drank from the educi 
tional fountain over which ho has 
so long, with signal ability, pre 
sided, and had worked fro faithful 
ly in giving to the deaf a higher 
education He felt sure ovory one 
would wish the doctor, whenever 
he had occasion to pass through 
the State, to make it convenient to 
stop over hero, and that he would 
receive a most welcome on every 
occasion. 

Dr. Gallaudet left at 8:30 for 
Chloago, being accompanied to the 



depot by Messrs. Patterson and 
Greener, who saw him safely aboard 
the train. Superintendent Jones 

would have done the honors on the 
occasion, but he Ikis been sick niosi 
of the week and the disagreeable 
wet weathei compelled him t<> keep 
indoors.

Aboul a year ago Miss Cassidy 
took cold while making a trip to 
New York from bet home in Bast 
Orange, N. .1 , and little was 
thought of it at that time.

Over twenty live coaches follow- 
ed the hearse containing the re- 
mains to the cemetery, which'werc 
filled by sympathizing relatives and 
friends. Thus was the last and 
most touching tribute of respect 
paid to one so deserving, and which 
brings home to us the thought of 
" In the midst of life we are in 
death." She has gone to her final 
reward in a higher world, leaving 
behind a legion of friends to mourn 
her loss.

During the past week we have 
been almost in a stale of wild e\ 
Oitement and discussion as to the 
true mental condition of George B. 
Anderson, ei '04. This grew out 

of the lael that ho had of late acted 
like one out of mind. On Monday he 
disappeated ftotn home and was 
was not heard of or seen until 

Wednesday night. His parents, 
fearing something wrong, took him 
to the Bureau of Charities, where 

two physicians pronounced him 
insane. Thereupon he was sent to 
ClaremOnt, because his parents 
could not control him at home 

The Pittsburg Times gives the 

best description of the case, and so 
we quote if :

George E. Anderson, deaf, dumb 

and insane, while manacled yesler- 

da>, plunged through the glass of a 

window of a rapidly moving train 
conveying him to the Insane depart 

tni'lil of the Allegheny City home, 
at Claretnonl, and met a horrible 
death. Voting Andeison made the 

mad plunge near Ross station, on 

the West Peim railroad, at ' 
o'clock f. M. The train was mov 
in the rale of SO miles an 

hour. The unfortunate was killed 

before his body struck the ground. 

The awful suicide was designed 
with the acute and peculiar cunning 

with Wllfch demented persons alone 
are SOmel ImeS possessed. Anderson 
was under the closest snrveillam 

.i. II. McChesney, oneof the most 

efficient, attaches of the Department 
of Charities and Collection, of Al 

heny. The officer's demented 



charge motioned for a drink of 
water. His movements indicated 
that he was suffering fiom thirst. 
McChesney stepped back to the 
water«»cooler, t away, came 

back with a glass of water and 
when Anderson had quenched his 
thirst, McCheseney returned Hie 
glass to its place, but before he 
could again reach Anderson the 
latter threw his back forcibly 
against the glass in the window and 
went through it, headfirst. Before 
Anderson slir.ek the ground the 
step of the car struck his head and 
body, throwing him to a side track. 
The body was tendered almost un- 
recognizable, the skull being crush- 
ed, the face contused and cut, and 
several bones broken. 

Immediately after the tragedy 
occurred the train was stopped and 
Officer McChesney and a brakeman 
went back to the place where An- 
derson had fallen. Lying face 
downw.u-d, and with his fingers 
almost buried in the cinders that 
he had clutched when dying, they 
found the lifeless remains. The 
body was placed on the train and 
lakes to the mortuary of the Al- 
legheny City home. 

H \l> NO JUBI8DICTION. 

Thomas L. Andeison, manager of 

the Pollard Showcase company, liv- 
ing as 544 McCintock avenue, Al- 
legheny, yesterday applied for the 
admission of his son to the City 
home. .lust two hours later he was 
informed that the case was not 
under the jurisdiction of the insti- 
tution: that his son arrived at the 
hospital dead, and instructions were 
given the father for the removal of 
(he body. 

The suicide of young Anderson 
was attended with considerable ex- 
citement and The train 
from which he plunged to death 
was made up of six day coaches and 
a smoker, and all the cars were well 
filled. When it became known that 
he had killed himself many of the 
passengers were almost terror strick- 
en. 

The insane mute dreaded to be 
taken away from his home. Aflei 
he was adjudged insane yesterday 
afternoon he was placed on the 
train leaving Allegheny at 
o'clock. After the train had pulled 
out of the West Penn station, 
Anderson silently appealed and 

then implored Officer McChesney to 

take him back to his mother, sister 
and brothers. 

".Where are you taking me?" he 
wrote on the back of an envelope. 

"To the City hospital," wrote 
McChesney on the same paper. 

"Why do they send me there?" 

PLEADED KOK His BOOT. 

"Is my home not good enough 

for me? We have a good house; 

they will be good to me afid 1 can 

rest there, and get better." 

m w ill be permitted to leave 

the hospital in less than two weeks," 

wrote McChesney. 

Voting Anderson thru leaned 
back in his seal, the third from the 
reai door of the smoker. He be- 
came notvous, and once or twice 
looked at his wrists, which were 
held fast together by a pair of thick 

leather cutTs, which were fastened 

to a belt Which surrounded his waist. 
rhe mute had become very restless 
when the train reached Aspinwall. 
lie nodded his head in the direction 
of the watei cooler back of him and 
made motions with his lips indicat- 
ing that he was thirsty. Medica- 
id last night that ho knew 
that the mute was tricky and dan- 
gerous at times, and decided to take 
no chances. | He indicated by a 

gesture that they would soon get off 
the train, where they could get 
water. 

Anderson's appeals for a dtiuk 
convinced McChesney that lie was 
ill. l.le hurried to the water cooler, 

in the meantime keeping a close 
watch on the speechless insane 
man. "When 1 was bringing the 
jlass back to th I walked 

backward," said McChesney. "I 

turned just for a second to put the 
glass in its place, and then started 
toward Anderson, Befoie I could 

■ it, 1 saw his feet disappear- 
ing. The tragic act could never 

been accomplished by a sane 
man. It was planned in an instant 
and was carried out almost ill the 

twinkling of an • 

The Window pane through which 
Anderson plunged was plate glass, 
about one-eighth of an inch in 
thickness. The entire light was 



shattered by the weight of his body, 
and the frame was loosened. 

HIS STKANOK HAI,I.l VlNATION. 

George E. Anderson, the suicide, 
was 22 years old, and hail been deaf 
and dumb since his birth. For the 
past several years he attended the 
institution for the deaf and dumb, at 
Edgewood. About a month ago his 
relatives discovered that he was 
melancholy at times. He began to 
write notes, in which he accused 
himself of having committed some 
wrong. Daily his mental aberra- 
tion became more pi enounced, and 
his relatives feared that perhaps lie 
had committed some misdemeanor 
at school. Mr. Anderson visited 
the school recently and was told 
there that George was an ex- 
emplary scholar, and that he was 
much devoted to reading the Mible. 
Two weeks ago youug Anderson 
became violent and since then, at 
intervals, his parents and hi others 
were unable to control him Mon- 
day night he feared he was about 
to be. arrested for some imaginary 
crime and fled from the house. 
The police, at the request of his 
father, found him Wednesday night 
and returned him to his home. 
Yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock 
the father of the mute and some of 
his neighbors brought George to the 
office of the Allegheny Department 
of Charities and Correction, where 
he was pronounced insane by Drs. 
.lames W. Dickson and .1 K. Me 
Cance. A permit was Issued for 
Anderson's admission to the insane 
department of the City home by 
Examiner William Eiehenlaub, and 
after being securely strapped and 
manacled, he was taken to the train 
by officer McChesney. The re- 
mains of Anderson were prepared 
for burial at the City home last 
night, and the coroner was notified. 

At the funeral services there was 
an immeuse crowd of deaf-mute 
friendaof George Anderson. Many 
of these had contributed toward the 

purchase of s floral wreath, which 
was, indeed, magnificent. 

The pall bearers were all mutes, 
viz: John s. Fisher, '01, Samuel 
Nichols, 'oi, Elmer Havens, ei 
George Born, n-'oj, William Shull 

and Charles Fritzges. The Inter- 
ment took place Sunday afternoon, 
March Hist, at 4:80 o'clock. 

It looks strange whan George 
Anderson's frequent visits, to the 
school at Edgewood Park are re- 
called. Each time he Went there 
he questioned the supervisor of the 
boys very closely touching topics 
on religion, causing the supervisor 
to act in the capacity of a spiritual 
adviser.

It becomes our painful duly to 
record the death of Si>ter Mary 
Isadore Gernon, Assistant Principal 
of the School, and who for nearly 
thirty years has been connected 
with this InstitUtio&S She died on 
Thursday afternoon, the Kith Inst., 
after a long and painful illness. 
She was the daughter of the late 
.lames and Agnes Gernon, of 
Corning, N. Y., of which place her 
parents were old and respected 
residents. 

Te toll the story of her life as a 
teacher of the deaf would be to re- 
late the history of the Institution 
for more than a quarter of a century. 
Suflice to nay, the deaf were 
always the first objects of her solici- 
tude, and during all these \e.irs 
their advancement, both mental and

teaohei and friend. And they in 
their own way have not been want- 
ing in gratitude. When some 
thing over four years ago it was 
proposed among themselves to 
honor the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of her appointment as teacher of 

the deaf, her formal pupils from 

far and near came forward, and 
either by their presence oi by letter, 
congratulated her on the happy 
event. Ami now in those last sad 
days they came in the deepest soi- 
rOW to gaas upon the-sileut form of 
the one who loved them so well in 
life 

Her funeral took place on Satur- 
day morning, the 15th last., from 



Solemn Requiem Mass was celebrat- 
ed by Rev. P. L. Gillmore, Chaplain 
of Hie Institution. Rev. Nelson 
Baker, of West Seneca, was deacon 
of the Mass and Rev. Daniel Walsh 
sub-deacon. Rev. L. A. Grace, of 
Niagara University, an intimate 
friend of the deceased, preached. 
His sermon was in substance as 
follows: 

"Last Ash Wodneslay, my dear 
friends, when the ashes was placed 
on our foreheads, all of us heard 
the familiar words of the Holy 
Writ, 'Dust, thou art and 
dust thou shalt return,' 
perhaps we listened to them 
the familiarity that breeds 
tempt. The penalty of sin is death. 
We have all sinned, and there- 
fore we all must pay the debt of 
sin. St. Paul says: * It is ap- 
pointed for man once to die.' No 
sane person has ever been so fool- 
ish as to say he will never die. A 
certain astronomer once said there 
was no God because he could not 
see Him at the end of his telescope, 
but he felt the deoay of nature 
within by the fluttering of his 
heart, until he sank in the grave, 
and perhaps oblivion. 

" Three times within a mouth the 
angel of death has visited the com- 
munity. The first called was one, 
who, full of generosity and good 
will, had just euteied the paradise 
of religion — for paradise it surely 
is — and who was summoned in a 
short time to the 
The second was 
lived a long life 
She had just 
sacrifice by fastening herself 
means of vows to the cross of 
Lord. The vows are the nails; 
cordage, the rules. The clay 
not yet dried on her grave, ere 
other of the flock is taken from 
fold, an unheralded heroine, 
of years and merits. Her girlhood 
and her later years she spent in 
serving those who are afflicted in 
the senses. Truly t he y could say, 
' Father and mother hath foieaken 
me, but the Lord hath taken me 
up?' If they could speak, their 
lips would tell of her kindness to 
trem; but though sileut, their 
presence here attests the gratitude 
which their heaits feel. 

"The Sister whose silent form 
lies before us, left home and friends 
and all she possessed, for what? 
That at one moment, the last 
moment of her life, she would be 
in the state of sanctifying grace. 
We never see a good person die an 
unhappy death; as you live, so 
you die. If this be true of the 
gene:ality of people, it is doubly 
tiue of the religious. Yet no one 
a right to final persever- 
ance, the crowning grace. I say 
this not to discourage you, but that 
you may not have a hurtful pre- 
sumption. 

" You, who were her companions 
know good Sister Isadore better 
than I. She was ever faithful and 
obedient, and we trust she has now 
her desire — to lie with Jesus. Read 
the story of Sister's life. Follow 
her example, and you will gain per- 
severance ; condemn it, and you 
will despise an inspiration. She 
leu an unassuming life; her name 
was not well-known; she did not 
live to make an impression on the 
world; but, oh, how rich in merit 
was her life spent I 

" If we look on her death with a 
human eye, we might gather round 
the coffin in despair. We see the 
I that looked so fondly upon us, 
now closed; the lips that prayed so 
fervently, now mute; the hands 
that soothed so caressingly, now 
motionless; the feet that never tired 
ministering to the wants of these 
afflicted little ones, now at rest;

A large community attended the 
funeral. Members from Dnakirk, 
West Seneoa, Niagara Falls, Me- 
dina and the different houses in the 
city-were present.

Among others who 
came to pay the last sad testimony 
of their love were her brothers, Mr. 
Joseph Gernon and wife, of Blosa- 
burg, Pa., and Mr. William Ger- 
non and daughter, of Corning, her 
sisters, Misses Jane and Bridget 
Gernon, Mrs. Dowd and her hus- 
band, ef Corning, and Mrs. Sarah 
Murray, of this city. Her nephew, 
Mr. Frank Murray, of Cartwright, 
Pa. ; her niece, Miss Petronelle 
Muriay, aud Mr. and Mrs. Maurice 
Wall, of this city. Many other 
friends, including a large number 
of the deaf, were also present. The 
active bearers were four of her for- 
mer pnpils: Messrs. Philip Staff- 
linger, William Uriel, Peter Bol- 
linger and Walter Wheeldon. 
Four Sisters of the Institution were 
houorary bearers. 

A large number of the friends 
and about one hundred of the 
pupils followed the remains to Holy 
Cross cemetery. The burial ser- 
vice at the grave was read by 
Rev. Father Baker.

DEATH OF MliS. hikam PHILLIPS. 

Prof, Phillips was called to his 
home in Dele Van, Wis , last Friday 

night, by a telegram announcing 

Ihal, his wife was not expected to 
live until morning. He left im- 
mediately fyr her bedside, but, was 
loo late to see her alive as she pass- 
ed away Saturday noon at 12:16 — 
three hours before Mr. Phillips 
arrived. 

Mrs. Phillips had been suffering 
from dropsy and heart trouble for 
several years, and Hie Immediate 

cause of death was an apoplectic 

stroke, which came shortly after 
din net on Friday.
